Officials from Texas, headed by 
George W. Hill, executive director 
of the Texas State Historical Sur­ 
vey, from Austin, are here today 
looking at sites for the proposed 
marker along the area near the 
intersection of the Emmitsburg 
Rd. with W. Confederate Ave., 
where Texans formed to begin the 
famed advance on July 2, 1863, 
which ended with the attack on 
Little Round Top.

Brig 
Gen. J. B. Robertson’s 
Texas Brigade, a part of Hood's 
Division of Longstrec*'s Corps, 
included the 1st Texas Infantry 
led by Lt. Col. P. A. Work, the 
Fourth Texas Infantry led, in 
order, by Col. J. C. G. Key, Lt. 
Col. B F. Carter and Maj. J. D. 
Bane, and the 5th Texas Infantry 
led by Col. R. M 
Bowell, Lt. 
Col. K. Bryan and Maj. J. C. 
Rogers. Also included in the Tex­ 
as Brigade was the 3rd Arkansas 
Infantry led by Col. Van M. 
Manning. 
The Texas memorial, because 
it is to the entire Texas Brigade, 
will list 597 casualties at Gettys­ 
burg. The three Texas regiments, 
which comprised 1,110 men. suf­ 
fered 496 casualties during the 
battle. 
The new monument is the first 
official marker by Texas on the 
battlefield 
In 1913 a group of 
private citizens from Texas put 
up a marker to the Texas Bri­ 
gade on W. Confederate Ave., 
near where the new monument 
will be constructed.

Heavily loaded trucks and trac- 
tor-trailers were blamed Wednes­ 
day night by the New Oxford Area 
School Board for damage esti­ 
mated at $10,000 to a private

The half-mile stretch of paved 
road is on school property and 
was used by the public as a 
short cut to New Chester, de­ 
spite barricades, during a five- 
week period when the state high­ 
way department was reconstruct­ 
ing Carlisle St. in the borough.

W. Hash told the school direc­ 
tors at the regular meeting in 
the high school building that he 
had attempted to stop several 
tucks from using te road and 
was met with “abusive" language 
and threats that "the taxpayers 
had built the road and the pub­ 
lic could not be kept from using 
it.” He said that when barri­ 
cades were erected, traffic drove 
over the lawn at the rear and 
side of the high school building to 
avoid hitting them. A number of 
directors said they had received 
telephone calls from local per 
sons demanding that the barri­ 
cades be removed to permit pub­ 
lic use of the road. 
DETOUR TRAFFIC 
Hash said 
that loaded 
feed 
trucks, lumber trucks and other 
heavily

tractor - trailers 
used the road during the detour, 
breaking through the macadam 
surface and rutting the base so 
badly that the entire road will 
require rebuilding.

NEW DELHI, India (A P) — 
The United States is stepping up 
its shipments of wheat to this 
hungry nation as heavy mon­ 
soon rains multiply the m isery 
by flooding vast areas of valu- 
able cropland. 
Indian 
officials 
announced 
Wednesday 80 U.S. ships are be­ 
ing used to rush shipments of 
surplus American wheat. 
They are to bring four million 
tons between now and February 
—twice the amount that had 
been scheduled 
Food shortages have touched

demonstrations

India and have resulted in the 
arrest of thousands of Commu­ 
nist agitators. Police said they 
have arrested more than 8,400

HARRISBURG (AP) — Eigh­ 
teen school districts from five 
Pennylvania 
counties 
have 
been restrained from joining in 
a court test of the constitution­ 
ality of the 1963 School Reor­ 
ganization Act. 
The 18 districts had asked 
Commonwealth Court for per­ 
mission to intervene on the side 
of four other school districts in 
challenging the legality of the 
act. 
The court Wednesday turned 
down the petition, 
giving no 
reason for its decision. Further 
action in the original suit is 
likely to come later this month 
when preliminary actions filed 
by the Commonwealth are ar­ 
gued. 
STARTED IN MAY 
The original suit was filed 
May 6 by Upper Merlon Twp. 
and Bridgeport and Bryn Athyn 
Boroughs, Montgomery County, 
and West Pittston Borough, Lu­ 
zerne County. 
The unsuccessful effort to in­ 
tervene on the side of the plain­ 
tiffs was made by nine school 
districts in Luzerne County, five 
in Delaware, two in Allegheny 
and one each in Montgomery 
and Bucks. 
The 
Luzerne districts 
were 
Dennison, Dorrance. Fairview, 
Rice, Slocum and Wright Twps. 
and the boroughs of Nuangola, 
West Hazleton and 
White 
Ha­ 
ven. AH ane fourth class dis­ 
trict* and members of the Cen­ 
tral 
Luzerne 
County 
Joint 
School System, except West Ha­ 
zleton which is third class and 
part of the West Hazleton Join­ 
ture. 
BASIS OF SUIT 
The other districts attempt­ 
ing to intervene were Newtown 
Twp. and the boroughs of Col­ 
lingdale, 
Marcus 
Hook, 
Mill­ 
bourne and Sharon Hill in Dela­ 
ware County; Neville Twp., and 
Bellevue 
Borough, 
Allegheny 
County; 
East Norriton 
Twp., 
Montgomery County, and Upper 
Makefield Twp. 
The 
Reorganization Act set 
July I, 1966, as the deadline by 
which the state’s 2,056 school 
districts must be consolidated 
into 500 administrative units. 
Basically, the suit contends 
that enforcement of the law will 
increase school taxes substan­ 
tially and districts will be de­ 
prived of the opportunity of pro­ 
viding their own comprehensive 
programs of education. 
OPPOSING VIEWS

ands that the court restrain 
e state from disbursing funds 
under provisions of the act. 
In its preliminary objections, 
the state asks that the suit be 
dismissed on the grounds that

PHILADELPHIA

instigators of the

Philadelphia riots are known to 
police, says Philadelphia Mayer 
James H. J. Tate.

Tate made the statement as 
the Negro section of the city, 
torn by rioting and pillaging 
last weekend, gradually took on 
the appearance of normal living. 
However, more than 1,000 po- 
icemen continued to patrol the 
area, where a curfew still is in 
effect and 
all

movies in the four-square-mile 
section have been closed. 
Police late Tuesday night de­ 
scribed the riot area as “abnor­ 
mally quiet.” 
PROGRESS REPORT 
In a progress report of the in­ 
vestigation of the causes and 
background of the sudden out­ 
break, which began last Friday 
night, Mayor Tate said: 
“At this time, we have been 
able to piece together a compre­ 
hensive picture of the sequence 
of events which took place im­ 
mediately after the outbreak of 
rioting last Friday. Police inves­ 
tigators have narrowed down 
the identity of the principal in­ 
stigators of this outbreak to a 
small number . . . 
‘The 
p o l i c e 
department 
has unquestionable information 
about the methods used by these 
persons to incite the initial dis­ 
order 
and 
in 
spreading 
it 
throughout the area.” 
The 
mayor declined 
to be 
more specific. 
NO COMMUNIST BACKGROUND 
Earlier, however, he did say 
the FBI is convinced that there 
was no Communist background 
to the rioting in the area, which 
is inhabited by one-third of the 
city’s 600,000 Negroes. 
Tate said he believes the part 
played by the Black Muslims 
and other Negro nationalist ele 
ments was “very minor.” 
Arrested Monday was Shaykh 
Muhammad, 34, described as a 
former Black Muslim. Muham­

charge of having more than 25 
gallons of certain kinds of vola­ 
tile liquid on his property in vio­ 
lation of the fire code.

621 ARRESTS 
Police Commissioner Howard 
R. Leary said arrests totaled 
621, including 438 in the riot 
area and the rest on the fringes 
Most of the arrests were for 
burglary. 
Looting and riot damage was 
estimated in the millions. 
The mayor said the city in­

chants for riot losses. The Small 
Business Administration, banks 
and insurance companies will 
also aid. 
Tate said thousands of dollars 
of stolen merchandise have been 
recovered and arrests made on 
the basis of information provid 
ed by residents of the North 
Philadelphia community.

UNATTENDED, SIGN GONE 
Koda was accused of rem ov­ 
ing “ explosives ’ signs from the 
trailer, which was parked be­ 
side the road because of flat 
tires, and leaving the vehicle 
unattended. 
Koda 
told

investigators 
that when he discovered two 
flat tires on the trailer, he left 
it to get help and phone his su­ 
pervisors the shipment would 
be delayed. 
The bureau said that the re ­ 
quired “ explosives” signs were 
not on the unattended vehicle. 
SIGN BLEW OFF 
Koda claim ed that the signs 
had blown off. The bureau re­

stretches the limits of credibil­ 
ity beyond the pale of human

cluded that Koda removed the 
signs prior to leaving the scene

NEGROES WILL 
HAVE MORE SAY 
IN NOVEMBER

tion’s 20 million Negroes will 
have more say at the polls this 
November than ever before, a 
nationwide survey 
showed to­ 
day. 
The reason—a history-making 
emphasis on voter registration 
in the civil rights movement. 
Some registration drives started 
in 1962. 
Despite a lack of official fig­ 
ures, 
leaders of 
cam paigns 
from New York to Los Angeles 
generally claim excellent res­ 
ponse. Many aim their cam ­ 
paigns at the defeat of Republi­ 
can presidential nominee Barry 
Coldwater. 
MORE WHITES REGISTER 
But there are indications that 
in some areas, particularly in 
the South, that whites also are 
flocking to the registrar’s office 
in ever-increasing numbers. 
Negro registration gains in ll 
Southern states, placed at more 
than half a million by a sponsor­ 
ing biracial agency, have been 
accompanied by larger gains in 
white 
registration 
in 
some 
areas. 
In the North, where voter reg­ 
istration efforts centered mainly 
in the larger cities, there was no 
estimate of the total number of 
Negroes registered. Most cities 
reported increased registration 
from 
predominantly 
Negro 
areas. 
S MILLION ON ROLLS 
Jam es Farm er, national di­ 
rector of the Congress of Racial 
Equality, said there are nearly 
five million registered Negroes 
out of a potential 12 million, 
with three million of them in the 
North. 
The country’s Negro popula­ 
tion is just about evenly split, 
North and South, he said. 
An Associated Press survey 
showed no official breakdown of 
Negro 
and 
white 
voters 
is 
recorded in seven of the ll 
Dixie states. In the four where 
breakdowns

Florida, 
Arkansas,

No Northern cities where ma­ 
jor drives are being held keep 
separate registration totals for 
Negroes and Whites, but most 
officials reported increased reg­ 
istration.

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Sgt. York Will Be Buried 
In Beloved Green Valley 
Of Three Forks Of Wolf

PALL MALL, Tenn. (AP) — 
Sgt. Atoin C. York who rode out 
to war 47 years ago in a horse- 
drawn surrey, has returned to 
his beloved green valley of the 
Three Forks of the Wolf. Presi­ 
dent Johnson led tributes from 
across the nation. 
The doughboy hero of World 
War I died Wednesday in Nash­ 
ville's Veterans Hospital at the 
age of 76, succumbing to a uri­ 
nary tract infection. 
The funeral, to which Presi­ 
dent Johnson and other leaders 
will send representatives or at­ 
tend. will be at 2 p.m. Saturday 
at York’s Chapel here on the 
banks of the Wolf River in the 
Cumberland Mountains. 
EXPRESS SORROW 
The P re sid ed expressed his 
sorrow W ednesday, saying the 
Medal of 
Honor winner 
“epit­ 
omized the gallantry of Ameri­ 
can fighting men i.nd their sac­ 
rifices in behalf *f freedom .” 
Gen. Harold J. Johnson, chief 
of staff of the 3rd Army, re ­ 
leased this statem ent: “ In rec­ 
ognition 
of 
the 
special 
place 
that Sgt. 
York holds in the 
hearts of his Army com rades, 
past and present, the Army is 
furnishing an escort, band, fir­ 
ing party and bugler from his 
old outfit—the 82nd ‘All-Ameri­ 
can’ Division — to participate in 
the funeral service.” 
SING 3 HYMNS 
A choir will sing three of the 
York’s favorite songs, “ Fairest 
Lord Jesus,” “ Faith of Our F a­ 
thers,” and “ Onward Christian 
Soldiers.” His strong religious 
convictions becam e part of the 
York legend. Once a conscien­ 
tious objector 
he went on to 
answer 
his country’* call to 
World War I and killed 25 Ger 
m ans and captured 132 more 
virtually single handed in the 
battle of Argonne Forest. 
Not far down the Wolf River 
from the chapel where the fu­ 
neral will be held is the big white 
farm house in which York lived 
for the past 42 years. He built 
the house in 1922 with money 
raised by his grateful, fellow 
Tennesseans. 
BLIND IO YEARS 
York had been headfast and 
virtually blind for IO years, and 
had been 
in the hospital 
IO 
tim es in the past two years be­ 
fore the final stay which began 
last Saturday. His family and 
his 
doctors 
agreed 
that 
the 
complications that he had bat­ 
tled for a decade would have 
killed a lesser man long ago. 
The curtains were drawn to­ 
day on the sun porch, which had 
bounded York’s world for the 
past IO years, and the big white 
house seemed .somehow empty 
in the midst of the bustle of 
preparations for his funeral. His 
smile and 
his once 
booming 


voice were missing. 
His death struck a ham m er 
blow at Miss Gracie, his child­ 
hood sweetheart whom he m ar­ 
ried in 1919 and who was the 
tower of strength when he need­ 
ed her most — the bedside 
years. It was she who greeted 
the steady stream of visitors 
who stopped at York’s home, 
near the Kentucky line north of 
Jam estown, Term., and fronting 
U.S. Highway 127. 
But when she returned from

night,

Sen. Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., 
the majority leader, obtained an 
agreem ent to limit debate on all 
rem aining amendm ents. 
The first to be considered to­ 
day was one by Sen. Winston L. 
Prouty, R-Vt., to raise the mini­ 
mum Social Security paym ent 
from $40 to $70 a month. It was 
not expected to be adopted. 
FINAL ACTION 
Mansfield said the m easure 
might be passed and sent back 
to the House late today. If not, 
he said, final action will come 
Friday in time for a three-day 
Labor Day weekend. 
The biggest Senate fight on 
the 
legislation 
was 
settled 
Wednesday with a dram atic 49- 
44 vote to add to it hospitaliza­ 
tion and other health care bene­ 
fits for persons over 65. 
Increased retirem ent and oth­ 
er benefits would also be pro­ 
vided. and both the tax rates 
and the wage base on which 
they are levied would be raised 
to meet the added costs. 
FIRST TIME 
It was the first tim e either 
branch of Congress ever had 
agreed to write a health care 
program 
into 
the 
29-year-old 
Social 
Security 
system. 
The 
Senate rejected sim ilar propos­ 
als in 1960 and 1962. 
The health care amendm ent, 
sponsored by Sons. Albert Gore, 
D-Tenn,, and Clinton P. Ander­ 
son, D W M ., was put through 
with votes of 44 Democrats and 
5 Republicans. 
Opposed were 16 Democrats,

SCUBA DIVERS 
WARNED ABOUT 
PLANE TRIPS 


OKLAHOMA 
CITY,

(A P)—A small airplane cleared 
the end of the airport runway, 
climbing rapidly. The altim eter 
indicator rotated slowly as the 
pilot pointed the nose of the air­ 
craft into a climb. 
The pilot, his wife and two 
children had been enjoying a 
few days at one of the large 
Oklahoma lakes. 
A half hour before take-off, 
the man had taken a final scuba 
(for self-contained 
underwater 
breathing apparatus) dive. 
When 
the 
altim eter of the 
plane 
reached

reading, the pilot lunged for­ 
ward—complaining 
of 
sharp 
pains in his knee and elbow. 
The explanation, in essence, is 
that 
pilots 
who 
scuba 
dive 
should allow adequate time to 
elapse before they get behind 
the controls of a plane.

That is what happens in the 
bends. Nitrogen bubbies form in 
the blood stream and seem to 
stop in the joints.

Or Burned In Chicago 
During Past 32 Months 


CHICAGO (AP) - Frightened 
restaurant owners have called 
for federal action to halt the 2Mi- 
year assault on Chicago busi­ 
nesses by arsonists and bomb­ 
ers who have caused $2.75 mil­ 
lion damage. 
Laurence Buckmaster, execu­ 
tive director of the Chicago and 
Illinois Restaurant Association, 
appealed directly Wednesday to 
Sen. John L. McClellan, D-Ark., 
heiid 
of 
the 
Senate 
Rackets 
Committee, to reopen hearings 
into the wave of restaurant at­ 
tacks. The committee investi­ 
gated 
an earlier outbreak of 
restaurant fires in 1958. 
LATEST VICTIM 
The latest victim of the ter­ 
rorists, Joseph Wilkos. whose 
restaurant was bombed Tues­ 
day night, also called for feder­ 
al assistance. 
The bombing of Wilkes’ res­ 
taurant was the 74th unvolved 
bombing or arson fire in the 
Chicago area 
in the 
last 32 
months. For W’ilkos it was the 
third time in three months that 
one of his chain of restaurants 
has been bombed. 
Wilkos, 60, saki he telephoned 
Rep. Harold Collier, R ill., in 
Washington to ask the FBI to 
investigate. 
“ When 
the 
FBI 
gets 
into 
something they get to the bot­ 


tom of it,” he said. “ I think that 
if they would investigate, this 
could be the answer.” 
In Washington Collier agreed 
the situation ‘‘has reached a 
point where the FBI should be 
in on it.” 
Local officials planned to im ­ 
panel a special grand jury today 
to 
investigate 
the 
bombings. 
State’s Attorney Daniel P. Ward 
said that Wilkos would be one of 
the first witnesses.

2 WHITE MEN 
NAMED KILLERS 
IN PENN CASE 


By KATHRYN JOHNSON 
DANIELSVILLE, Ga. (AP) — 
Two 
white 
men 
have been 
named in a statem ent as the 
killers of Negro educator Lem­ 
uel Penn. The statem ent was 
read in court over vigorous ob­ 
jections of their attorney. 
The FBI said the statement, 
read Wednesday at the trial of 
Joseph Howard Sims and Cecil 
William Myers, was signed by 
Jam es S. Lackey, one of four 
men charged in the slaying. 
Penn, 
of Washington, 
D.C., 
was shot to death early July ll 
as he drove through north Geor­ 
gia with two companions. 
ADMITTED AS EVIDENCE 
Although Lackey has repudiat­ 
ed the statem ent, it was adm it­ 
ted 
as evidence by 
Superior 
Court Judge Carey Skelton aft­ 
er an hours-long legal battle be­ 
tween defense attorney Jam es 
Hudson and a special prosecu­ 
tor, Jeff Wayne. 
As Wayne read the statem ent, 
the courtroom became deathly 
silent. The jury of white men 
listened impassively. 
At one point, Wayne quoted: 
“ Both Sims and 
Myers fired 
shotguns into the Negroes’ car.” 
M yers’ 
wife, 
expecting 
a 
fourth child at any time, hurst 
into tears. She and Sims’ moth­ 
er sobbed. Several other women 
seated nearby began to cry. 
Lackey, who faces trial later, 
was quoted as saying he “ had 
no idea they would really shoot 
the Negro and was very sur­ 
prised 
when two 
shots 
were 
find.** 
PROSECUTION WITNESSES 
Clete Johnson, the state pros­ 
ecutor, was asked later by a re­ 
porter if the statem ent would 
serve to reduce the charge of 
m urder against 
Lackey. 
He 
said, “ No, he’s subject to the 
same penalty as the others.” 
In a surprise move, state at­ 
torneys dropped charges against 
the fourth defendant — Herbert 
Guest — and called him to the 
stand as a prosecution witness. 
Guest insisted he could not 
rem em ber giving a statem ent to 
the FBI about the slaying. 
Guest still faces a federal con­ 
spiracy charge under the civil 
rights law

WASHINGTON (AP) - The,

In a struggle now over curbing, 
the court’s pouers members of 
Congress have themselves so, 
boxed in they may be here an- j 
other month although they could j 
use the Jane in election cam ­ 
paigning. 
An attempt is being made to 
undo the court s ruling last June 
that voters in the states are en­ 
titled to far more equal repre­ 
sentation in their state legisla­ 
tures than they are getting now. 
to be selected 
CALLED DANGEROUS 
Example: 
Coder 
arrange­ 
ments unchanged for more than 
half a century in some states a 
relatively small number of peo­ 
ple in one district, especially 
country district, can elect one 
legislator while four times as 
many people squeezed into a 
single district 
elsewhere 
can 
elect only one. 
The court 'aid representation 
in both houses of state legisla­ 
tures must be apportioned on a 
population basis of “one person, 
one vote,” and federal courts 
have the job to see it’s done. 
ftie present attempt to under­ 
cut the authority and range of 
the court is looked upon as so 
dangerous by opponents of the 
effort that on” of them, Rep. 
Emanuel Ceiler, D N Y., said 
“ it could wind up rendering the 
court a nullity, destroying our 
Republican system of govern­ 
ment.” 
INFURIATED MANY 
The powerful court over the 
past IO years has infuriated one 
group after another with deci­ 
sions ranging from a ban on seg­ 
regation to a ban on official 
prayers in public schools. It in­ 
flamed the politicians — some 
of them — by its decision on 
state legislatures. 
The politicians and political 
machines which hold power in 
state legislatures where repre- 
sentation is not on an equal po­ 
pulation basis naturally don't 
want any changes that would 
cost them jobs or power. 
Some people, not directly in­ 
volved, may feel the court over­ 
reached itself But the Republi­ 
cans at their convention this 
year responder to the opposition 
to the court ruling by putting 
into their platform a promise in 
support of: 
‘ A 
constitutional 
amendment, as well as legisla­ 
tion, eaaoling states having bi­ 
cameral 
(two-house) 
legisla­ 
tures to apportion one house on 
bases of their own choosing, in­ 
cluding factors other than popu­ 
lation.” 
NOT THIS YEAR 
Tnis would take away 
the 
court’s power to order reappor­ 
tionment of both houses on a po­ 
pulation basis. 
A week atter the Republican 
convention in July Sen. Everett 
M. Dirkscn of Illinois. Republi­ 
can leader of the Senate, at­ 
tempted to carry out the plat­ 
form promise by introducing a 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment in Congress. 
But there wouldn't be time to 
act on it this year, since Con­ 
gress is coming to an end. It 
would have to wait till next 
year. So as an interim move

Bill Miller, born here 50 years 
ago in what he calls “ an ordi­

His mother ran a dress and 
millinery shop not far from the 
family home. Both parents are 
dead. 
Miller lived in the house in 
which he was born until he left 
borne to Attend Notre Dame 
University. After Notre Dame, 
he attended Albany Law School, 
served in the arm ed forces and 
returned to Lockport to practice 
law and begin a political career. 
As a boy, Miller walked half a 
dozen blocks to St. Patrick’s 
Parochial School. On Sunday, he 
walked to Mass at the parish 
church. After St. Patrick’s, he 
walked to Lockport High School 
in a building now razed. 
N IV E R HAD CAR 
“ We never had a car,” Miller 
explains. 
“ We walked 
almost 
everyw here.” 
As a young man. the vice­ 
presidential 
n o m i n e e 
also 
walked away from the political 
party of his parents. 
“ They were long-time Demo­ 
crats but shifted the first time I 
ran for office, for district attor­ 
ney,” Miller recalls. 
If Miller had not become a 
Republican he probably would 
not have woo his first election. 


Lockport is known as a Republi­ 
can city. 
MOSTLY GM WORKERS 
It grew out of the construction 
of the Erie Canal, built in the 
1850s to link the Hudson River 
with Lake Ontario. Horse-towed 
barges 
carried 
c a r g o 
that 
played an im portant role in de­ 
velopment of the West. 
At Lockport, husky construc­ 
tion crews slashed through a 60- 
foot escarpm ent. They created 
five locks that gave the city its 
name. 
Modern Lockport is a far cry 
from the days of the rough and 
tough workmen who built the 
canal and the early boatmen 
who plied it. It is a city of gra­ 
cious homes and dotted with 
churches 
and 
schools. 
About 
half of Lockport’s work force of 
10,000 is employed by the H arri­ 
son radiator plant cf General 
Motors. 
PLANNED RETIREMENT 
On the eve of “ Bill Miller

Ambushes and acts of 
terror probably will be stepped 
up to demoralize the south’s sol­ 
diers. 
There was a lull in Viet Cong 
activity during the recent riot­ 
ing. U.S. military men note it 
often takes the Viet Cong a 
week or more to react to such 
disturbances. Word must be fil­ 
tered down through their ranks. 
Red China lacks the 
where­ 
withal to confront the United 
States militarily in a Southeast 
Asia showdown. But the note of 
satisfaction in Communist prop­ 
aganda in the wake of South 
Viet Nam ’s political violence in­ 
dicates a belief there are more 
ways than one — and fairly non­ 
hazardous wavs — to skin a cat.

Section I. Selection of Officers not 
Otherwise Provided for in Constitution 
— All officers, whose selection is not 
provided tor in this Constitution, shall 
be elected or appointed as may ba 
directed by law 
Section 2. 
Incompatible Offices.— 
No member of Congress from this 
State, nor any person holding or ex 
erasing any office or appointment of 
trust or profit under the United States, 
shall at the same time hold or axer 
cise any office in this State to which 
a salary, tees or perquisites shall be 
attached. The General Assembly may 
by law d eclare w hat offices are 
incompatible. 
Section 3. Oath of Office.— Senators. 
Representatives and all Judicial, State 
and county officers shall, before enter 
in* on the duties of their respective 
offices, take and subscr.be the follow 
mg oath or affirmation before a person 
authorized to administer oaths 
“ I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that 
I will support, obey and defend the 
Constitution of the United States and 
the Constitution of this Commonwealth 
and that I will discharge the duties of 
my office with fidelity.’

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9 Million Acres In Wilderness Preservation

WASHINGTON (A P) - Not 
all of America is paved and 
lined with gas stations, and 
some of it never will be. 
Congress has just put 9.1 mil­ 
lion acres of magnificent coun­ 
try into a National Wilderness 
Preservation System, with the 
poosibility that it will grow to 
nearly 15 million acres. The 
land, to be preserved perpetual­ 
ly in a natural state, is in 14 
states, mostly in the West. 
Like some other conservation 
legislation of modern times, the 
Wilderness law came along aft­ 
er it was called for by President 
Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
He 
told 
Congress in 1901: 
FUTURE PROTECTION 
"Some of the forest reserve 
should afford perpetual protec­ 
tion to the native fauna and 
flora, safe havens of refuge to 
our rapidly diminishing 
wild 
animals . . . and free camping 
grounds for the ever increas­ 
ing numbers of men and women 
who have learned to find rest, 
health and recreation in the 
splendid 
forests 
and 
flower- 
clad meadows of our moun­ 
tains." 
More than two decades later, 
in 1924, Congress designated the 
nation’s first area of wilderness 
preservation, in the Gila na­ 
tional forest of New Mexico. 
II OTHER AREAS 
Since 
then, 
88 
wilderness- 
type areas covering nearly 15 
million acres in 14 states have 
been set aside. They are classi­ 
fied as wilderness, wild, primi­ 
tive and canoe areas. 


A 
move 
to 
blanket 
these 
areas into a single National 
Wilderness Preservation System 
by act of Congress w a s started 
by conservationists who feared 
federal officials might be pres­ 
sured into declassifying them. 
This could be done “ at the 
stroke of a bureaucrat’s pen," 
said one wilderness advocate. 
The Wilderness law. approved 
last month after eight years of 
study and controversy, states 
this net I for preservation of the 
high country: 
INDURING RESOURCE 
". . . it is hereby declared to 
be the policy of the Congress to 
aecure for the American people 
of present and future genera­ 
tions the benefits of an endur­ 
ing resource of wilderness . . . 
to assure that an increasing 
population, accompanied by ex­ 
panding settlement and grow­ 
ing 
mechanization, 
does 
not 
occupy and modify all areas 
within the United States . . . 
leaving no lands designated for 
preservation and protection in 
their natural condition." 
As first offered, wilderness 
legislation provoked strong and 
prolonged opposition. 
Many protests came from per­ 
sons using the national forests 
for grazing, mineral and petro­ 
leum prospecting, mining and 
lumbering. 
They 
said 
their 
rights were in jeopardy and that 
the economy of the west depend­ 
ed upon the development of re­ 
sources in the lands. 
.PERMIT SOME MINING 
As finally passed, the law per­ 
mits some mining and certain 
other activities deemed com­ 
patible with the wilderness con­ 
cept. It places 9.1 million acres 
in the system immediately, and 
provides that all or part of an 
additional 5.5 million acres pres­ 
ently under administrative desig. 
nation as primitive areas may 
be added to the system by act 
of Congress. 
At least one cf the areas is 
unique. This is the Boundary 
Waters Canoe Area of 886.673 
acres 
in 
Minnesota, 
on 
the 
Canadian border. It adjoins the 
Quetico 
Provincial 
Park 
in 
Canada and creates a vast ex­ 
panse of wilderness in which 
the canoeist can travel for weeks 
without retracing his route. All

NEW YORK 
(AP) - The 
world’s largest marriage license 
bureau is busier than ever be­ 
cause of the bumper crop of 
World War II babies now mak­ 
ing applications for licenses to 
get married. 
Herman Katz, who heads New 
York City’s Marriage License 
Bureau, reports that 1964 will be 
one of the biggest years for li­ 
censes issues. And 1964 being a 
leap year has nothing to do with 
it, he adds. 
“The kids today are getting 
married younger,” Katz said. 
“ The fact of the matter is that 
the big rush is on because of the 
W’orld War II babies who have 
reached the marrying age. And, 
of course, some of the younger 
men are getting married to take 
advantage of the draft defer­ 
ment for married men.” 
'44 RECORD STANDS 
But 1964 will never top the 
record of 106,447 licenses issued 
in 1946 when World War II end­ 
ed 
and 
discharged 
veterans 
rushed home to the sweethearts 
who waited for them. 
In the first seven months of 
1964, the bureau issued 41,665 
licenses, an increase of 2,878 
over the same period in 1963 
A check of the applications 
shows that most licenses are 
being issued to 18-year-old girls 
and 21-year-old men, the mini­ 
mum 
age 
requirements 
for 
marriages without parental con­ 
sent. Many licenses have been 
issued to girls under 18 and men 
under 21 but with parental con­ 
sent. Legally, licenses can be 
issued to girls as young as 14 
and boys as young as 16 with 
court sanction. 
5-MINUTE CEREMONY 
Last 
year 
the 
applications 
ihowed that most licenses were 
issued to applicants from 21 to 
23 years of age. 
When Katz performs a wed­ 
ding — he and his six deputies, 
besides judges and Mayor Rob­ 
ert F. Wagner, are the only non­ 
clergymen 
authorized 
to 
per­ 
form weddings in New York 
City — he takes the couple to 
the bureau’s wedding chapel, 
small but tastefully decorated, 
with a pulpit and stained glass 
window.
